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Hurricane threatens 
Mexican villages 


MATAMOROS, Mexico (U P I) - 
Hurricane Anita, diving sharply south, 
today smashed its 155 mile an hour winds 
into rem ote fishing villag es in 
northeastern Mexico, then drove inland 
dumping rain and threatening flash 
floods. 
The season’s first hurricane frightened 
coastal residents from Corpus Christi to 
the border towns of Brownsville- 
Matamoros for two days, but then spared 
the population centers. Instead it struck 
135 miles south of the Rio Grande, hitting 
the shore at latitude 24 north near the 
villages of La Pesca, Las Guavavas, E l 
Charco Largo and Soto la Marrina. 
David Olveros Gonzalez, spokesman 
for Governor Enrique Cardenas of 
Tamaulipas State, said the Mexican mili­ 
tary on Thursday had evacuated resi- 


dents of the 14 agricultural communities 
near the gulf. There were no immediate 
reports of injuries or damage. 
A Mexican weather official in Tam­ 
pico, 100 miles south, said heavy rain on 
the San femando and Purificación rivers 
likely would flood all of the San Fer­ 
nando Valley in Tamaulipas. 
By 8 a.m. CDT, the National Weather 
Service said the eye was 25 miles inland 
but that the winds were still about 100 
miles an hour. The storm was expected 
to slide southwestward, and likely dis­ 
sipate over the Eastern Sierra Madres. 
Officials in Brownsville said the 4,000 
mainland residents who spent the night 
in refugee centers had gone home and 
that all Civil Defense centers in south 
Texas had closed. The island town of 
Port Isabel, Tex., and the peninsula town 


of Boca Chica, both connected by a 
blacktop road over salt flats to Brown­ 
sville. were cut off by high tides. 
Cameron County (Texas) Sheriff Gus 
Krausse said he had no reports of in­ 
juries or damage in South Texas. He said 
the only visible indication of a storm 
were a few palm fronds blown into the 
city’s streets. The rains in Brownsville 
were far less than many thunderstorms 
deliver. 
Brownsville Police Capt. George 
Acres said Mexican authorities told him 
it would be "quite awhile’’ before any in­ 
formation was available from northeast 
Mexico. 
"It ’s going to be hard to get in there, 
possibly only with helicopters,’’ Acres 
said. “ It’s been raining hard there and

J-M discontinues 
asbestos production 


Jobless 
rate hits 
7.1 per cent 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Unemploy­ 
ment rose to 7.1 per cent in August as the 
jobless rate for blacks matched its 
highest point since World War II, the 
Labor Department reported today. 


The August figure, up from 6.9 per cent 
in July, reflected a 40 per cent jobless 
rate among black teen-agers and a high 
rate among blacks in general. 


"The situation for blacks is grim,” 
Bureau of Labor Statistics chief Julius 
Shiskin told the Joint Economic Commit­ 
tee of Congress today. "The situation in 
the central cities is grim,” 


The administration is concerned, 
testified Shiskin. But he said he felt the 
new report did not forecast another 
recession. Not since the depths of the 
last recession nearly two years ago has 
post-war black unemployment been so 
high. 


Shuttle flight 
postponed again 


EDWARDS AFB, Calif. (U P I) - The 
second free flight of the space shuttle 
"Enterprise” has been postponed from 
Sept. 7 to Sept. 13, the National Aeronau­ 
tics and Space Agency said Thursday. 
More time is needed to replace one of 
the spaceship’s four flight control com­ 
puters that failed during its first free 
flight Aug. 12. a NASA spokesman said. 
NASA officials are also looking at 
alternate landing fields. The rains of 
Hurricane Doreen two weeks ago soaked 
and temporarily ruined the usual landing 
field, a dry lake bed in the desert, big 
enough to handle the 75-ton spaceship, 
that is normally smooth and dry.

John-Mansville, Lompoc, has notified 
the state it has discontinued production 
of asbestos products, and the plant 
reportedly now is in compliance with 
California’s new Occupational Car­ 
cinogens Act 


This summer J-M stopped making 
Diaseal-M and Fibroflow, which contain 
mixtures of asbestos and diatomaceous 
earth, plant manager W.E. Benton said. 


The plant this week shipped out the 
last of these materials and buried in 
their quarry what it could not sell — 
about 70 tons of asbestos-containing 
products, acccording to Benton, who dis­ 
puted reports of up to 200 tons being 
buried 


"W e’re getting out of the asbestos 
business altogether,” Benton said. The 
company had been using asbestos since 
1951. 


By September 1, yesterday, all Califor­ 
nia employers using asbestos, a cause of 
cancer, were to have reported this to the 
State Department of Health, Division of 
Industrial Safety 
J-M told the state it was no longer 
made asbestos products, but that it was 
still doing maintenance work involving 
some asbestos cement pipe and asbestos 
cement sheetings, Pete Weisser of the 
department said. 


Weisser said the plant is in com­ 
pliance with the carcinogens law, which 
took effect January 1 this year. Under 
the law, employers who fail to report use 
of asbestos are subject to a $500 fine. 
Those who commit safety violations in­ 
volving use of asbestos and 15 other 
cancer-causing substances are now sub­ 
ject to fines between $1,000 and $5,000. 


In a statement prepared for the 
Record after inquiries made, J-M an­ 
nounced it is "discontinuing diatomite- 
asbestos blends production at its Lompoc 


plant, and is substituting in their place a 
diatomite-cellulose blend.” 
"This development is in line with J- 
M's constant process of updating its 
product lines," the statement read. “ The 
product lines being discontinued repre­ 
sent less than one per cent of the total 
production at Lompoc. 
Benton denied the drop of asbestos at 
the plant was because of the potential 
health hazards it might pose 


"We don’t have a health hazard here,” 
he said. "W e’re updating our products,” 
adding that "cellulose works as well or 
better than asbestos in some ap­ 
plications.” 


Both civil lawsuits and Workmen’s 
Compensation claims, relating to 
allegedly job-related deaths and lung dis­ 
eases, are pending. 


Along with the J-M letter, Weisser 
said, as of yesterday the state had 
received 690 reports from employers us­ 
ing any of the 15 cancer-causing sub­ 
stances; about 415 were users of 
asbestos. 


Seven-hundred pieces of new mail are 
still unopened, he added. 
Also, thou­ 
sands of auto and brake repair facilities 
(asbestos is used in manufacturing 
brakes and clutches) were due to report 
to the state Bureau of Automotive 
Repair. 


California is the first state requiring 
asbestos — using employers to register 
with the state. In turn, the State Health 
Department is required by law to inspect 
work places where cancer-linked sub­ 
stances are used 


The Occupational Carcinogens Act 
took effect in January this year. During 
the months thereafter the state Oc­ 
cupational Safety and Health Standards 
Board drew up regulations for the law. 
According to Weisser, a vice-president 
of John-Mansville, Edmund Fenner, was 
a member of the advisory committee 
which helped draw up the regulations 


Mesa Oaks plan 
impact outlined

The adverse impact of expansion plans 
for Mesa Oaks "cannot be mitigated ex­ 
cept by reducing water consumption or 
importing water from outside the Lom­ 
poc area,” a geologist told an en­ 
vironmental hearing Thursday in Lom­ 
poc. 
Donald O. Asquith, an official of En- 
vicom Corp., writers of an environmen­ 
tal impact report (E IR ) for the Mesa 
Oaks development, coupled his declara­ 
tion with a recitation of problems faced 
by Mission Hills Water Co. 
Asquith's comments on the water com­ 
pany have been heard before, but it was 
the first time, any expert had tied the 
hydrology of the Mission Hills area 
directly to the hydrology of the Lompoc 
Plain. 
An adverse impact on one area would 
be felt in the other, based on Asquith’s 
contentions. 
In his testimony before the county’s 
environmental coordinator Alfred F. 
Reynolds and an audience of about 50 
persons. Asquith listed ways in which 
adverse impacts on the water situation 
could be mitigated, but concluded. "It 
should be emphasized, however, that the 
measures recommended w ill only 
mitigate the immediate problem, and 
that their implementation with the 
project will increase the rate at which 
the overall problem becomes critical.” 
Asquith's testimony together with a 
cloud cast over the water company by a 
letter from the California Public 
Utilities Commission, and additional 
previous adverse testimony by health 
department officials and the Regional 
Water Quality Control Board, seem to 
form new problems for the Mesa Oaks 
development. 
These possibilities were not elaborated 


on Thursday, but Don Lewis, developer 
of Mesa Oaks, told Reynolds, for the 
record, that he was prepared to finance 
and provide additional water to meet any 
demands of his development. 
The letter from the PUC noted that 
Mission Hills Water Co. was in a 
restricted status and that any move to 
serve customers outside their present 
area would have to be approved by the 
PUC 
Roy Jaeger, resident of Mission Hills 
and an outspoken critic of the water 
company, testified that pressure in the 
company’s distribution lines has fallen 
radically at times, due possibly to the 
breakdown of the company’s telemetry 
system. Jaeger said the present com­ 
pany system should l>e brought up to 
standard before any consideration of ex­ 
panding service beyond present boun­ 
daries. 
Ruth Steinbeck, a Mission Hills resi­ 
dent appealed for a moratorium on new 
development in the area. “ We’ll all go 
down together,” she said, "if the water 
table falls Let’s face reality rather than 
realty.” The latter was a reference to 
the real estate character of the affairs 
before them 
John Flaherty, official of Vandenberg 
Village association, also testified 
If Asquith's contentions prove true ana 
are supported by the planning commis­ 
sion. it would pose still another problem 
for development in the Mesa Oaks area, 
and for Mission Hills Water Co., a 
reminder that the company has failed to 
respond quantifiably to a request by the 
County Water Agency for a commitment 
on state project water. All entities have 
until Sept 20 to bid contracturaly for 
some of the water. 
Reynolds conceded there were en­ 
vironmental problems, but said his 
department has "substantially identified 
the environmental impact.”

Vandalism 
marketable work skills

“ Everybody goes to school 
for one reason,” according to 
John Cridelich, “ and that is to 
prepare to enter the world of 
work.” 
Personal “ enrichment” is 
nice, of course, says Cridelich, 
coordinator of Santa Barbara 
C o u n ty ’ s 
R e g io n a l 
O c­ 
cupational Program (ROP), 
but “ that’s secondary.” 
So high school students may 
now gain “ marketable skills” 
before they graduate. 
With 
ROP they can earn credit 
towards a diploma while filling 
cream puffs in a Solvang 
bakery, testing airplane spark 
plugs at Santa Maria Airport, 
or clearing stopped drains with 
Holloway’s Plumbing in Lom­ 
poc. for example. 
S an ta B a r b a r a C oun ty 
Schools, in conjunction with 
local school districts, offers a 
variety of job-training courses 
under ROP, now in its fourth 
year 
Although the program’s 
first priority is to serve high 
school students, adult citizens 
m ay a lso en ro ll in RO P 
courses. 
Courses to be offered in the 
North County this school year, 
starting September 13, are:

The ROP classes are either 
one or two sem ester programs, 
but

dents and adults may enter at 
any time during the semester, 
and. when they have mastered 
at their own pace a series of 


job-related skills, receive a 
certif icate-of -comple tion. 
Some students and adults 
enroll, m aster the checklist of 
skills in a month or so, “ and 
away they go,” Cridelich said. 
The program has job counselors 
and includes instruction in how 
to apply for a job. 
The classes involve instructor 
training first, and then on-the- 
job experience. 
Teachers are 
professionals in the various in­ 
dustries. 
The teacher of the custodial 
course, for example, owns a 
janitorial service. The teacher 
of the aircraft maintenance 
class, owns such a service. A 
registered geriatric nurse will 
held the health care class. 
Classes are offered based on 
community employment needs, 
Cridelich said, so that students 
may find jobs once they are 
trained. 
For example, Word Process­ 
ing, a new course this year, has 
become a significant type of 
work in' the aerospace com­ 
panies located in the area. The 
class involves learning how to 
o p e r a t e 
c o m p u te r iz e d 
typew riters, dictation and 
transcription equipment. 
Classes are also chosen to 
su p p le m e n t h igh sch o o l 
vocational programs; duplica­ 
tion of services is avoided. 
Both girls and boys, men and 
women, may enroll in all clas­ 
ses, although ROP course 
descriptions use some male 
references: “ a successful auto 
body man takes great pride in 
his workmanship” and “ Do you 
realize how much skill and 
know ledge a construction 
crpenter must possess for his 
line of work?” 
Cridelich noted the recent 
federal mandate to the con­ 
struction industry to hire more 
women. 
He predicted that 
fem ales com pleting ROP’s 
Building Construction and 
Maintenance course could easi­ 
ly gain entry to the apprentiship 
program of the carpenter’s un­ 
ion 
“ They’re looking for 
girls.” he said, and minorities 
as well. 
ROP classes could also prove 
especially useful to students in 
Special Education, those with 
learning handicaps. 
Registration for ROP classes 
begins Tuesday. For schedules 
and further information stu­ 
dents should contact their high 
school counselors. 
Studen ts, and other in­ 
terested citizens, may also call 
the ROP office in Santa Maria.

State water importation 
supported by company

Support for the importation of 
State Project water into Santa 
Barbara County is being voiced 
by the Southern California 
Water Co., which supplies the 
burgeoning Orcutt community, 
and the Summerland County 
Water District board of direc­ 
tors. it was learned today. 
The county su p erv iso rs, 
wearing the hats of the direc­ 
tors of the County Flood Control 
and 
W ater 
C o n serv atio n 
District, had requested com­ 
mitments from the various 
water purveyors in the county, 
and replies are beginning to 
filter in, said County Water 
Agency 
Engineer-M anager 
Charles H Law ranсe. 
Southern California Water 
Co. president W W Franklin in­ 
formed the county agency that 
his company, based in Los 
Angeles, “ is in favor of im­ 
ported water supply for this 
area and will work cooperative­ 
ly with you to achieve this 
end.” 
Summerland County Water 
District 
Secretary-M anager 
John T. Nunes said district 
d ire c to rs h ave adopted a 
resolution that the district will 
require 112 acre-feet of State 
lect 
w ater commencing 
‘ year of delivery 
Wltl 
in c r e a s e to a 
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maximum entitlement of 300 
acre-feet in the year 2000.” 
Summerland now relies ex­ 
clusively on Cachuma Project 
water, having no wells of its 
own. 


The Southern C aliforn ia 
W ater Co. statem en t w as 
regarded significant, in light of 
the current controversy over 
whether there is a sufficient 
supply and proper quality of 
water in the Orcutt sub-basin to 
handle the large number of new 
residential developments that 
are either on-going or ready to 
go in the community south of 
Santa Maria. 


The County Planning Com­ 
mission has scheduled a public 
hearing Sept. 28 to try to get 
more expert opinion on water 
availability in the fast-growing 
North County area. 


Franklin said in his letter, 
however, that he felt the com­ 
mitment the county seeks from 
water purveyors such as his 
company would require ap­ 
proval from the State Public 
Utilities Commission. 


"We are looking into this 
matter from that view,” he 
stated, adding “ it may turn out 
that what will be needed will be 
some form of contract between 
the district and the company.” 


When the company is advised 
as to what contract costs will 
it will “ then submit this to 
the PUC for its approval,” 
Franklin showed. 
Meanwhile, the Los Alamos 
Community Services District, 
has informed Lawrance that its 
directors feel they lack suf­ 
ficient information at this timp 
to commit the district to any 
quantities of State Project 
water. Information needed con­ 
cerns cost of water and how 
close distribution lines would 
come to Los Alamos, it was 
stated

Dial, Gene Hutton, Art Welke, 
Sandy Skinner, Dave Stanley 
and Larry DeMello.

The countil directive to the 
group is “ to explore and define 
the nature and extent of the 
problem of vandalism in the

“ It is totally exploratory...”

Also during the session, 
Police Chief Smith will present 
a report which claims Lompoc 
citizens have been vandalized 
for a total loss of $59.379 within 
the last 13 months. The period 
runs from July 1. 1976 to July 
31, 1977. 
The m ajority of the van­ 
dalism — 63 per cent — ac­ 
cording to the report was done 
to automobiles. Car incidents 
included slashed tires, broken 
glass from burglary attempts, 
broken attennas. etc. the report 
said. 
As the last two items on the 
agenda, the committee will at­ 
tempt to lay out a list of objec­ 
tives and to determine what 
role the group should play in 
dealing with the problem 
The committee was the result 
of a plea by Stevens in late July 
for a m ovem ent to stem 
juvenile vandalism in the city. 
The city has been plagued 
recently by a rash of graffiti 
painting and other types of 
malicious mischief topped off 
with an alleged arsonist’s fire 
which destroyed the youth 
athletic storage room and con­ 
cession stand at Ryon Park. 
That one fire was estimated at

Such a delay would be in addi­ 
tion to a second delay of a year 
requested by the board which 
would end in January, 1979. 
Robie, in answering the latest 
query on further delays sought 
by this county in constructing 
the coastal aqueduct through 
San Luis Obispo County to a ter­ 
minal in Santa Maria area, said 
he felt a new short delay was 
probably justified “ since Santa 
Barbara County is working 
diligently on a solution to local 
water problems.” 
“ We assume that this delay 
would be for only a few months 
into 1979,” he stated, adding his 
office would need formal 
requests from both Santa Bar­ 
bara and San Luis Obispo coun­ 
ties in accord with provisions of 
the two counties’ water supply 
contracts. 
Robie added that his office 
realized that “ both counties 
have had di f f i c ul t i e s in 
predicting their future water 
requirements, and we are will­ 
ing to grant this additional 
delay as long as both counties 
work to resolve the problem of 
further participation in the 
State Water Project.” 
Robie reminded the county, 
however, that he would like to 
have prompt notification of any 
new delay as “ a firm decision 
on the coastal aqueduct is 
necessary.” 
Meanwhile, Lawrance has 
been warning the supervisors 
that time is likely to run out 
before data and exhaustive 
reports can be accumulated and 
acted on to allow the matter of 
a bond election to be put on the 
November, 1978 ballot.

Bomb blast 
hits SF 
country club 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
bomb exploded early today at 
San Francisco’s Olympic Coun­ 
try Club. less than 24 hours 
after a terrorist group threat­ 
ened six of the city’s leading 
hotels. 
No one was injured in the 
blast and property damage to 
the golf course clubhouse was 
minimal, police said 
Club employe Victor Fox said 
the explosion “ blew out some 
shower areas and part of a 
locker room,” and another 
worker said the bomb apparent­ 
ly been placed inside the 
building. 
Investigators refused to say 
wftvther anyone had claim ed 
responsibility for the bomb. 
On Wednesday, police dis­ 
armed a crude device consist­ 
ing of sticks of blasting gelatin 
at the swank Pacific Union Club 
and then searched hotels named 
as bomb targets by the New 
World Liberation Front. 
A search of the hotels, 
described by the terrorist group 
as the being in the “ heart of rul­ 
ing class tourism” failed to 
turn up any other explosives. 
The dynamite bomb was dis­ 
covered at the exclusive club 
Thursday morning. 90 minutes 
after police were alerted by 
television newsman Michael 
O’Connor, who said he received 
a call from a woman telling him 
of the NWLF act 
O’Connor said the woman 
directed him to a telephone 
booth in which he found a com­ 
munique from the group. 
The message threatened at­ 
tacks on the Fairmont, Mark 
Hopkins and Stanford Court, all 
on Nob Hill, as well as the 
Sheraton-Palace. Hyatt Regen­ 
cy and Hilton hotels in the 
downtown area. 
According to Deputy Police 
Chief Donald Taylor, the device 
at the Pacific Union Club 
“ would have caused injury or 
death and considerable proper­ 
ty damage,” if it had exploded 
The club’s red sandstone 
building, a landmark on Nob 
Hill since the 19th Century, 
originally was built by pioneer 
San Francisco businessman 
Jam es Flood.

The states traditionally have 
had the responsibility to allo­ 
cate water, said Herschler. 
Andrus told the governors 


there was no intention of a 
federal take-over of water 
management in the West. But 
Gov. Richard Lamm of Colora­ 
do said he still was “ very 
suspicious” toward the Carter 
policy. 


Andrus said he agreed with 
the governors' resolution to use 
sheriffs on public lands in the 
West. About 56 percent of the 
land in the 16 Western states 
belongs to the federal govern­ 
ment. A decision on police 
protection will be made later 
this year. 
Hydroelectric project might 
create crime, engineers say 


WALTHAM, Mass (UPI) - 
A $690 million hydroelectric 
project proposed in Maine 
would provide the area with 
jobs and flood control, but the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
says it also could lead to crime, 
prostitution, alcoholism and 
social conflict.

Michigan fugitive found 
after week-long flight 


DES MOINES, Iowa (UPI) - 
A fugitive from a Michigan 
prison farm who dragged a 
woman hostage on a week-long 
flight across three states has 
been captured in a Des Moines 
hotel. 
The hostage was freed un­ 
harmed. 
The fugitive, Douglas Henry, 
was arrested Thursday night by 
FBI agents and plainclothes 
Des Moines police who infiltrat­ 
ed the Downtown Rama da Inn 
and stopped him as he waited 
for an elevator. 
His hostage. Evelyn L. Van- 
tassel, 58. Marquette, Mich., 
walked away unharmed shortly 
after Henry was wrestled to the 
floor of a hotel corridor and 
handcuffed 


Mrs. Vantassel was abducted 
by Henry when she and her hus­ 
band entered their summer cot­ 
tage near Marquette last Thurs­ 
day. Henry, who was hiding in 
the cottage, tied Vantassel to a 
tree and left with the woman 
and the couple’s car. 


The search for the two had 
centered in the Wisconsin 
Rapids. Wis , area since Tues­ 
day, when the suspect bound a 
couple and their son at a rural 
cabin, stole two guns and their 
truck and left with his hostage 
But the truck was spotted at 
the motor inn by a policemen, 
who summoned other officers 
to close in on the fugitive. 
FBI agents and plainclothes 
police officers spotted the cou­ 
ple having dinner at the motor 
inn’s restaurant. The officers 
entered the dining room and 


when Henry stepped out of the 
room, leaving Mrs. Vantassel 
alone, they followed him to the 
elevators. 
FBI Special Agent Krupinsky 
said Henry, attired in a three- 
piece suit, was wrestled to the 
floor by the officers as one 
agent pointed a revolver at 
Henry’s head and warned him, 
“ You do anything and you’re 
dead!” 
Henry, who had been serving 
a six-to-15-year term for break­ 
ing and entering and carrying a 
concealed weapon when he es­ 
caped from the Mangum Prison 
Farm near Marquete Aug 22. 
was being held in the Polk 
County Jail Thursday night 
pending an appearance before a 
U S magistrate. 
Mrs. Vantassel was led from 
the dining room a short time 
later. Krupinsky said she was 
“ extremely shaken but in good 
physical condition.” She re­ 
mained in protective custody 
Thursday night and ofiicials 
said she would be examined by 
a doctor. 
Police said Henry and Mrs. 
Vantassel were registered at 
the inn under the name Bill 
Willson. 
Authorities have speculated 
Mrs. Vantassel’s fear of Henry 
may have prevented her from 
trying to escape when she had 
the opportunity. 
As she walked down a hotel 
corridor with the agents, she 
asked, “ You'll have somebody 
with me all the time?” 
“ You don’t have to worry 
anymore — we’ve got him,” an 
agent replied.

It said a “ boom and bust” cy­ 
cle and inflation during con­ 
struction can be expected to af­ 
fect the local economy. 
The report predicted the in­ 
flux of workers might “ cause 
resentment” among valley resi­ 
dents, who cannot obtain jobs 
on the dam “ due to lower skill 
and educational attainment.” 
As for the environment, the 
corps admitted its impact study 
raises more questions than it 
answers.

In Springfield, Va., Aragon’s 
wife. Rose Marie, said she 
knew her husband had planned 
to do something to show his op­ 
position to the U.S.-Panama 
treaty, but added, “ I didn’t 
think it would be so drastic.” 


A Swedish television reporter 
said Aragon went to the 
Swedish Broadcasting Corp. 15 
minutes before the incident and 
said he was going to kill 
himself. 
“ I am burning myself so my 
people ... will have the right to 
choose and decide whether they 
accept or reject the canal 
treaty ... in a true plebiscite, 
not in a T orrijos fascist 
referendum,” Aragon told the 
reporter. 
The treaty is to be signed 
Sept. 7 by President Carter and 
Panama’s Gen. Omar Torrijos. 
“ He was calm and very 
determined,” the reporter said. 
“ He wanted us to film the inci­ 
dent to get publicity for his 
cause. .. He did it before we had 
the chance to call the police." 
The incident was not filmed 
W itnesses said Aragon 
poured a fluid over his body 
from a white plastic bag then lit 
a match and was immediately 
enveloped in a ball of flame. 


HHH to leave 
hospital today 


MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) -

Humphrey, who underwent 
cancer surgery 15 days ago, 
was expected to be released 
from University of Minnesota 
Hospital today. 
“ With good luck he should be 
discharged,” said Dr. John 
Najarian. chief surgeon “ He is 
well enough ” 
A hospital spokesman said 
there would be no news con­ 
ference and no questions would 
be allowed but that reporters 
and photographers would be 
allowed to be present when 
Humphrey leaves. 
Earlier reports said that 
Humphrey planned to go to his 
home in Waverly. Minn., 40 
miles south of the Twin Cities 
to recuperate for 10 days before 
returning to Washington. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Cuba is demanding an end to 
the economic blockade as a 
precondition for diplomatic 
relations and the United States 
is insisting on at least partial 
payment for U.S. property 
seized by the Castro regime. 
As the two countries set up 
missions in each others’ capi­ 
tals Thursday, those conditions 
were laid out by Cuban and 
American officials. 
Partial diplomatic relations 
resumed with cocktail parties 
in Washington and in the dusty 
old U.S. Embassy in F .vana, 
still cluttered with mementos 
of the day the Americans left in 
1961. 
Goodwill toasts were drunk: 
rum concoctions in Havana and 
highballs in Washington. And 
Cuba sent word it is relaxing 
some restrictions on emigres in 
a gesture marking the first ex­ 
change of envoys since rela­ 
tions were ruptured. 
Cuba’s new man in Washing­ 
ton, Ramon Sanchez-Parodi, 
said as his mission was opened: 
“Our people and our govern­ 
ment have repeatedly stated 
the need to eliminate the 
economic and trade blockade 
that currently exists against 
Cuba as a step prior to re­ 
establishing and normalizing 
official relations of all kinds 
between Cuba and the United 
States." 
The United States broke rela­ 
tions with Havana in January, 
1961, when Fidel Castro ordered 
the U.S. Embassy cut back 
from 87 to 11 staff members. 
The U.S. and Cuban “ interests 
sections” have 10 members 
each. 
Assistant Secretary of State 
Terence Todman said the 
United States has three condi­ 
tions it wants fulfilled before 
there can be full diplomatic 
relations: 
—Improvement in the human 
rights situation in Cuba, par­ 
ticularly in the treatment of 20 
American prisoners, eight of 


whom are regarded as political 
prisoners. 
—A reduction of Cuban troops 
in Africa. U.S. officials do not 
consider it likely that Cuba will 
accept this condition, and the 
United States may have to ac­ 
cept something less than a full- 
scale withdrawal. An e s­ 
timated 
14,000-19,000 Cubans 
are still in Angola. 
—A settlement of outstanding 
financial claim s for U.S. 
property seized by Cuba since 
1961. Assistant Secretary of 
State Terence Todman puts the 
total claim s at about $1.8 
billion. 
Until the former Cuban Em ­ 
bassy building is refurbished, 
the Cuban mission will work out 
of the Czech Embassy, which 
has been taking care of Cuban 
interests during the break in 
relations. 
But the Americans in Cuba 
are — in the words of one of 
them—“ halfway camping out.”

The suit contends the ad­

I ’m always delighted with people 
who do positive things to clean up 
our environment and preserve our 
natural resources. 
These are the grassroots people 
who recycle newspapers, cans and 
bottles and practice conservation in 
all they do. 
People who sit in their ivory 
towers and grope for solutions to our 
energy shortage don’t impress me 
much. 
If there’s enough

At the moment I know of one 
family doing most of their cooking 
and baking outdoors in a solar oven 
as well as several people who are 
heating their swimm ing pools 
through the use of solar energy. 
Though I ’m sure these people are 
somewhat motivated by the neces­ 
sity to conserve energy, there’s no 
eluding the fact that the high cost of 
utilities also figures heavily in their 
decision to search for an alternative 
method to heat their water, warm 
their homes and cook their food. 
But, whatever their reason, I say 
“ Three Cheers’’ for them! 


Because of my interest in such 
things and my desire to inform 
others in the hope that they, too, 
migh be stimulated to action, a cou­ 
ple of weeks ago I called someone 
else who’s doing something positive 
in that direction. 
What I heard was fascinating to 
me. But the persons doing it wanted 
no publicity that would attract the 
attention of the county tax assessor. 
“ Good grief,’’ I spouted angrily. 
“ Don’t tell me that those who con­ 
serve energy by turning to the sun 
are going to be penalized in the 
name of home improvements on 
their tax bills?” 
That’s exactly what she was tell­ 
ing me they were afraid of. 
In an all-electric home, these peo­ 
ple paid $155 a month last winter for 
electricity which runs them $55 a 
month even in a summer. 
Three years ago when they built 
th eir home. P a c ific G as and 
Electric was still on its “ use-more- 
pay-less’’ kick. 
Which is why they went all 
electric in the first place. Now, they 
would do things differently. 
Their house is heated by coils in 
the ceiling with a thermostat in each 
room so they really only heat the 
rooms they are using at the time. 
When the bills ran so high, they 
thought there was a possibility of 
some leakage even though ther­ 
mostats were turned off. But when 
a PG & E representative came and

Assessed valuations, he says, are 
based on what an addition or a 
change has to do with the value of 
the property 
in relation to its 
marketability. 
Which, to me, means: improve 
ments are improvements. 
And if 
they’re considered as such you’re 
going to pay for them. 
The “ standby” systems people 
are installing now for swimming 
pools and water heaters probably 
won’t make much difference when it 
com es 
to 
en h an cin g 
the 
marketability of their property. 
And I didn’t get the impression 
that assessors were around trying to 
ferret them out 
Actually, Alvis doesn’t look for 
any difference until 1979 when the 
government is slated to grant ex­ 
emptions to people using solar 
energy 
Then, he says, the assessors will 
have to “ pick up’’ the solar heating 
units in order to exempt them 
And it does stand to reason that in 
1979 there will have to be some way 
of determining who rates an exemp­ 
tion for installing a solar unit and 
who doesn’t. 
Even so, Alvis says “ It won’t 
make that much difference in Lom­ 
poc.” 
How can he speak with such 
authority about our community? 
“ I used to live there,” he says 
“ That’s why I can talk that w ay!”

Mia, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. King 
Merrill of Rancho E l Alamo 
Pintado, Ballard, traveled to 
Vigo, Spain. Larry, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ed Dotz of Solvang, 
went to Arica. Chili. 
“ I don’t feel any different 
than before I le ft,” Mia 
answered to Larry's question. 
But, there was an awareness of 
different cultures and many 
minor adjustments to make 
with the return home. 
“ Do you find yourself slipping 
into Spanish talk with people?” 
Mia asked. Larry agreed he did, 
on occasion. They laughed over 
some of the times they’d 
launched into a conversation us­ 
ing the wrong language 
‘‘Getting used to American 
food again has cuased me some 
trouble,” Mia said. “ Before I 
left, I hated fish, but I've gotten 
to really like it after eating so 
much of it in Spain. 
“ One of the first meals I had 
was octopus I didn’t know what 
it was until 1 was half way done 
and then 1 asked When they 
told me octcous, 1 wasn’t too 
happy, but it tasted all right. If 
I’d known what it was before I 
started to eat. I don’t think I 
would have eaten it.” 
The two commented on the 
relative maturity of the young 
people they met during their 
stay. 
“ In Spain, the young people 
seemed so much older,” Mia 
said. “ They even looked older. 
Women over about 40 al| dres­ 
sed the same ... in black from 
head to toe When they were 
young, they had a young shape, 
but once the childbearing age 
had passed, they all seemed to 
be little and round 
“ I didn't get to meet many 
kids my age because it was 
their summer vacation,” Mia 
added 
‘ ‘I 
was 
lonely 
sometimes and being bored was 
a problem. I think it would have 
been different if I ’d been at­ 
tending school,” she said. 
“ At the school I attended,” 
Larry said about Colegio San 
Marcos, a Catholic boys school 
4 uivalept to a semor high, 
he boys did a lot of things you 
wouldn't believe They weren’t 
bad things; just kind of fun. 
But, they gave the teachers a 
hard time 
“ When I first arrived. I was 
told they were sorry to put me 
in such a hard class. I thought 
they meant academically dif­ 
ficult. but it turned out they 
meant a class that was difficult 
to discipline 
“ The students did a lot of 
things that didn't harm anyone 
and were funny,” Larry con­ 
tinued. “ A favorite activity was 
chalk throwing. Before I got 
there, one of these sessions ex­ 
panded to book throwing and 
then desk throwing. The 
teacher supposedly ran out of 
the room and never returned 
She’d quit.” 
Both ASF'ers stayed with up­ 
per class families in good size 
cities near the coastline of their 
countries. Mia was with the 
family of Dr Jose Quintans, his 
wife Aulema and two of the 
three Quintans children 
Larry was with the family of 
Luis Sottovia B „ an import- 
export agent, his wife Monica 
and two of the four children. 
Both families had children 
who had participated in the 
AFS program to America. “ My 
brother 
returned 
from 
Woodland Hills while I was 
there,” Larry said 
“ He’d been to Solvang and 
Buell ton during his stay and we 
had a lot to talk about 
“ One of my brothers lives in 
Chicago,” Mia said of her fami­ 
ly in Spain “ He had been an 
AFS exchange student a few 
years ago." 
Television was available in 
both countries and contained 
many programs made in the 
United States, particularly the 
police-type crime shows 
"In 
Arica, they had SWAT, Police 
Woman and others. But, I es­ 
pecially enjoyed one of the 
comedy 
shows 
lo c a lly 
produced,” Larry said 
“ The attitude of the people I 
met towards Americans was 
almost patronizing,” Mia said, 
“ It was like they were saying 
‘You're from America? That’s 
too bad.’ I think they got that 
attitude from the American 
crime shows on tv. With the 
political changes going on in 
Spain, there is an increase in 
crime and the people are very 
aware of that. I think they have 
a picture of America based on 
the tv shows they see.” 
For entertainment, Mia and 
L a rry had differing ex­ 
periences. “ I walked a lot,” 
Mia said “ My family took me 
places, but they didn’t have the 
time to take me everywhere, so 
I would walk to see what was 
around 
Sometimes, I ’d walk 
for three hours 
“ I especially enjoyed walking 
when we moved to the Quin­ 
tans’ home in the country. It 
was a little town about the size 


of Solvang and I could go out 
into the countryside. 
“ There I saw the primitive 
agriculture of the area,” Mia 
said. “ It was sad to see the peo­ 
ple just killing themselves 
working so hard for so little. I ’d 
see oxen with carts in the 
fields. If there was a tractor 
available, they didn’t do the 
work as in the United States. 
They’d be used to pull the 
carts.” 
Larry spent his time in the 
community after school. “ The 
students didn’t work as they do 
here because it would be taking 
jobs away from those who real- 


ly needed it,” Larry said. About 
55 per cent of the population 
was at a poverty level, he 
noted. 
“ We went to school from 8 
a.m. to 1 
p.m. and had the 
rest of the day off. After the 
siesta, which ran from about 1 
to 4:30 p.m. when all the shops 
closed, my friends and I would 
head for E l Centro, the one 
street of shops in the center of 
town. 
“ There, we would walk up 
and down; like ‘cruising’ on 
foot,” he said. “ Only two kids 
in the class had cars and you 
had to be 18 to drive. Cars cost 


about three times what they do 
in the United States because all 
have to be imported. TTiere are 
a lot of motorcycles, though.” 
Both Larry and Mia agreed 
the thing they liked the most 
about their visits were the peo­ 
ple. ‘‘They were always 
friendly,” Mia said, “ and they 
never wanted to hurt your 
feelings.” 
Larry added, 
“The kids 
where I stayed liked foreigners 
and I had no trouble being ac­ 
cepted The people were very 
friendly and I especially liked 
my family and the friends I 
made there.”

“Win or lose. I intend to open 
my own real estate company 
here next year.” Drake said. 


He said the decision to take 
the big gamble arose from a 
desire to “lead a better life. “ 
“My wife, who is 26 years old, 
was a secretary for U.S. Steel, 
and I worked as a real estate 
salesman before our decision to 
sink practically everything in 
the game,” he said. 


“We want a better life. You

SEATTLE (UPI) - Uninten­ 
tional drug abuse by the elderly 
is a problem as serious as 
alcohol abuse or young people’s 
intentional drug abuse, the 
director of a New York drug 
awareness program said here 
Thursday. 
“Good” drugs annually kill 
30,000 Americans of all ages, in­ 
cluding 18,000 deaths from an­ 
tibiotics alone, said Ron 
Gaetano, director of the John­ 
son City, N.Y., Drug Awareness 
Center. 
Gaetano said death statistics 
have not been compiled by age, 
but a high percentage presuma­ 
bly are elderly because "that 10 
percent of the population uses 
25 percent of the prescription 
drugs sold in the U.S.” 
Gaetano and Barbara Ep­ 
stein, health educator with the 
seniors’ health prgoram at 
Augustana Hospital in Chicago, 
have been working for the past 
two years on an educational 
program aimed at reaching 22 
million senior citizens in 
America. 
Epstein 
said 
elderly 
problems and deaths have 
resulted from such things as us­ 
ing borrowed drugs, irregular 
use of drugs rather than as they 
are prescribed, and over-use of 
nonprescription drugs due to 
lack of awareness of their 
potential danger. 
“Out aim is to give people 
enough information so they can 
ask their own doctor intelligent 
questions,” she said. 
The two experts were here to 
lay plans for the National Drug 
Abuse Conference to be held in 
April. 
Senate approves 
forced retiring 
ban measure 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
compromise bill to eliminate 
mandatory retirement in Cali­ 
fornia won unanimous passage 
from the Assembly Thursday. 
The measure (AB586), the 
product of a two-house confer­ 
ence committee, was approved 
on a 73-0 vote The Senate also 
must act on the compromise 
bill before it can be sent to the 
governor 
“This bill is an attempt to 
deal with age discrimination 
and make available an oppor­ 
tunity for employment for peo­ 
ple who are well and able to 
work,” said Assemblyman Art 
Torres. D-Los Angeles 
Torres brought the measure 
to the floor for his absent 
colleague. Assemblyman Rich­ 
ard Alatorre, D-Los Angeles. 
It would permit employes at 
all but public agencies to work 
beyond the normal retirement 
date if they wanted to and were 
in good health.

HONOLULU (UPI) - In the 
Soviet Union, dissenting politi­ 
cal and religious views arc seen 
as signs that an individual is 
having trouble adapting to his 
or her environment and needs 
psychiatric help, two Russian 
doctors in exile have told the 
World Congress of Psychiatry. 
Delegates to the World 
Congress of Psychiatrists meet­ 
ing this week were told of 
documentation of at least 200 
such cases of sane persons con­ 
fined to state hospitals and tor­ 
tured for their beliefs. 
The doctors, Marina Voikhan- 
skaya and Boris Zoubok, said 
Russian facilities are of two 
kinds, regular psychiatric hos­ 
pitals and “special hospitals,” 
the 12 or so institutions for 
“ especially dangerous” 
mentally ill criminals. 
Zoubok said persons con­ 
signed to the special hospitals 
receive savage beatings and 
that insubordination is regular­ 
ly published by drugging and 
overdrugging. 
“Fixation,” the practice of 
strapping an inmate to a 
bedrame for as long as the doc­ 
tor wishes is another form erf 


treatment, Zoubok said. 
Alexander Podrabinek, a 
young medic said to be in great 
danger in Russia, has smuggled 
out of the country a book called 
“Punitive Medicine,” in which 
he documents the pervasive use 
of psychiatry for punitive 
reasons. He described a disci­ 
plinary method known as the 
“wet pack,” in which the 
patient is wrapped in strips of 
wet sheeting and the wrapping 
tightens as it dries, causing 
such pain that the inmate 
screams. 
The United States. Britain, 
France and several other 
countries now have task forces 
to document the imprisonment 
of the sane in psychiatric 
hospitals and keep known cases 
before the public. 
Information on these cases 
comes from the writings of dis­ 
senters, from dissenters who 
were allowed to leave the 
country because of outcries 
from the West, and from the 
“Chronicle of Current Events,” 
an underground journal pub­ 
lished periodically in Moscow 
by an ever-changing group of 
human rights activists. 


Dr. Sidney Bloch of Britain, 
spokesman for the working 
group on the internment of dis­ 
senters. says strong western 
protests in 1973 caused the 
U S S R to make concessions in 
the best publicized cases . Well 
known dissenters were released 
and their associates, if they 
were eminent enough, were not 
subjected to any new psychia­ 
tric internment. Among those 
released more recently have 
been Leonid Plyushch, 
Vladimir Bukovsky and 
Vladimir Borisov.

landscape 


from fire 


NORDMAN, Idaho (U PI) - 
Janelle Peek spent her summer 
with one of the best views In 
North America. 
Her job was to keep it from 
going up in smoke. 
Janelle, of Huron, S. D., spent 
her summer vacation working 
as a U. S. Forest Service 
lookout — one of a vanishing 
breed — on a granite peak 
named Hughes Ridge in 
Northern Idaho. 
From her perch atop the 4,200 
foot mountain she could see 
Canada to the north and 
Washington State to the West. 
Montana was just beyond the 
last ridge in her line of sight to 
the east. To the south she 
looked 1,800 feet down into Up­ 
per Priest Lake while 1,200 feet 
below her was Hughes Meadow, 
an expanse of grassland amid 
the evergreen forests split by a 
stream of clear mountain 
water. 
Just outside her doorstep, a 
40-foot drop, was a patch of 
huckleberries. 
Four or five times a week she 
saw deer from her window and 
a family of grouse sunned itself 
on the rocks below her lookout 
tower, which was both home 
and workshop from June 29 to 
Aug. 2S. 
" I haven’t seen a bear,” she 
said in mid-August. " I wish I 
had. I wanted to be able to tell 
people at home there was a 
bear under my house this sum­ 
mer.” 
What was a biology major 
from South Dakota ,State 
University doing on an Idaho 
mountaintop? 
‘‘I worked for the Forest Ser­ 
vice at Avery, Idaho, last sum­ 
mer,” Miss Peek said. “ I ap­ 
plied for a job and they sent me 
there. I wasn’t a lookout. I 
worked in the office. TTiere isn’t 
much forest in South Dakota, at 
least the part where I live 
“ This summer I applied 
again. I didn’t ask to be a 
lookout. When I found out what 
I was assigned to I was a little 
scared. I thought I would be aw­ 
fully lonely, but I haven’t been. 
There have only been four days 
I ’ve been here that I haven’t 
had visitors.” 
The visitors, she said, were 
mostly Forest Service person­ 
nel, either fire suppression 
staff members making rounds 
of the forest, the men who 
brought her supplies or friends 
stationed elsewhere in the 
Panhandle National Forest. 
Some are merely curious, who 
want to see a lookout tower 
Hughes Ridge is one of four 
sucti towers manned In an area 
where once there were 35 
Planes equipped with infra-sred 
sensory equipment have re­ 
placed the others 
Visiting Janelle was not a 
matter of casually dropping by 
for someone who chanced to be 
in the neighborhood. 
First there was a 15-mile 
drive along a graveled Forrest 
Service road from Nordman at 
the end of Idaho Highway 57 
about 35 miles north of the little 
town of Priest River. That 
takes the visitor to a fork where 
one branch begins a 1,500-foot 
climb in five miles of narrow 
rutted road carved from the 
granite mountainside. The road 
is just wide enough for the logg­ 
ing trucks which thunder down 
the mountain. On one side a 
sheer c liff drops to the 
meadow; on the other it rises 
straight toward the summit. 
Two trails lead from the road 
to the bare mountain top. One, a 
quarter-m ile long, clim bs 
steeply; the other, longer, is on 
a gentler slope. It is up the se­ 
cond trail that Jannelle carried 
her food and water. The Forest 
Service left her water supply in 
15-gallon milk cans at the foot 
of the trail and she carried it to 
the lookout in three-gallon 
plastic containers. 
" I allow 20 minutes on the 
trail when I have water to 
carry,” she said. “ It doesn t 
really take quite that long 
Her normal work day watchr 
ing for fires was 9 a m to 6 
p.m. five days a week. ‘ I’ve 
only gotten two days off at once 
twice since I’ve been here,’ she 
said.

Pet cougar breaks loose, 


seriously hurts child 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
95-pound pet cougar snapped its 
backyard chain Thursday and 
seriously injured its owner's 4- 
year-old daughter before it was 
felled by bullets from a high- 
powered rife, authorites repor­ 
ted 
Only one day before, the 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals had cited 
the owner for tethering the big 
cat without adequate opportuni­ 
ty for exercise 
The SPCA 
suggested a larger chain and 
planned to check for compli­ 
ance today. 
That was too late for little 
Shavon Newt, who was bitten 
on her head, neck and face The 
2-year-old cougar, called Mr. 
Hiss, was shot four times by an 
unidentified onlooker and died a 
few hours later at the San Fran­ 
cisco Zoo 
Neighbors later said they 


heard the girl screaming in the 
backyard and saw the cougar 
mauling her with its teeth while 
her mother tried to fight it off. 
The girl's uncle, Darryl Newt, 
wrestled the cougar away, 
whereupon the cat leaped to a 
nearby fence just before rifle 
shots brought it down. 
SPCA o ffic ia ls said the 
animal had been neutered and 
clawed 
It escaped from the 
Newt's previous home last 
April and was impounded tem ­ 
porarily. 
Richard Avanzino, SPCA 
director, said 
•We take strong exception to 
people having these animals in 
San F ran cisco 
They a re 
dangerous and hard to care for 
properly.” 
A permit for ownership of the 
cougar was issued by the State 
Fish and Game Commission in 
February 


“pure gossip and not the truth.” 
Barrow Public Safety Direc­ 
tor Kim Moeller said there 
have been two rapes, two as­ 
sa u lts w ith a d angerou s 
weapon, and another homicide 
in Barrow in the past week or so

children. 
He said 90 percent of the 
crimes in the community are 
alcohol-related. He added drugs

He said Wednesday the two 
victims were “clean” and had 
no drug involvement with local 
people There was no indication 
thev had done anything to upset 
anyone, he said Nothing was 
taken during the incident, he 
said, and there was no evidence 
of a confrontation. 
The couple came to Alaska 
Aug. 2 on an extensive back­ 
packing trip and arrived in 
Barrow Aug. 21. said McCoy 
They were due to leave Alaska 
Sept 3 and go on to Hawaii, he 
said.

Scientists 


fight to 


save plant 


WATSONVILLE (UPI) - To 
farmers and builders, a thistle­ 
like plant growing or a patch of 
prime Watsonville real estate is 
a pesky weed. But to scientists, 
the rare Holocarpha Macrad- 
enia should be protected behind 
a fence. 


Whether the plant, commonly 
known as the tarweed, is fenced 
in or cut down to make way for 
new housing is up to the city 
Planning Commission. 


It may prove a prickly issue: 
developers received a go-ahead 
to build 21 four-plexes on the 8.9 
acres w here the tarw eed 
blooms, but the city attorney 
said the Planning Commission 
approved construction illegally 
because it had not reviewed the 
environmental impact report. 
He sent the issue back to the 
Planning Commission 
The environmental 
impact 
report filed by city inspectors 
confirmed the plant is on the 
rare and endangered species 
list of the U.S. Department of 
Interior and the California 
Native Plant Society. 
“ I t ’s 
H o l o c a r p h a 
Macradenia. all right.” said 
Dave Bockman of the Sierra 
Club. 
‘‘We’ve been looking 
around trying to find it. This is 
only the fifth known site in the 
world, and all are very small.” 


'Jaws' production, 


bird deaths linked 


DESTIN, Fla. (UPI) - Drug- 
caused deaths of birds found on 
Holiday Isle near Destin were 
linked Thursday to activities of 
production personnel of the 
movie “Jaws 2” and federal 
and local authorities began an 
investigation. 
The Destin Chamber of Com­ 
merce reported that persons 
who identified themselves as 
employes of the movie com­ 
pany — Universal Studios — 
were seen collecting birds at 
the site where the dead and dy­ 
ing birds, sea gulls and sand­ 
pipers, were found. 
A1 Ebner, publicist for the 
movie company, 
confirmed 
that a “bird expert” who had a 
federal Fish and Wildlife Ser­ 
vice permit to trap sea gulls 
had been hired in Los Angeles 
to obtain birds to be used in a 
scene of the movie. 
“Jaws 2” is being filmed in 
and along the Gulf of Mexico 
near Destin. 
Abner said he had been un­ 
able to locate the bird expert 
for an explanation. 
Anita Kroha, executive secre­ 
tary of the Destin Chamber of 
Commerce, said five dead birds 
are being preserved on ice at 
the Chamber’s office pending 
the investigation. She found 
three others — a gull and two 
sandpipers —. still alive and 
turned them over to veterinari­ 
an Dr. James Brechin for treat­ 


ment. Brechin said only one of 
the three birds was likely to 
survive. 
The veterinarian said the 
birds were suffering from 
“complete loss of coordination. 
They don’t realize anything of 
what’s going on. They’re unable 
to get on their feet and they just 
lie there with the heads moving 
from side to side. 
“I haven’t seen anything like 
this before. I guess it might be 
described as a sort of drunken 
stupor. I think som ebody 
probably gave them some type 
of tranquilizer and just over­ 
dosed them all,” Brechin said. 
The Destin Chamber of Com­ 
merce warned visitors to Holi­ 
day Isle against strolling with 
their pets near the spot where 
the birds were found because 
some of the drug-laced bird bait 
is still thought to be on the 
ground.

Senate approves drug aid 


for youths sans consent 


SACRAMENTO iVJPlt - The 
Senate has passed legislation 
giving minors as young as 12 the 
right to receive treatment for 
drug or alcohol abuse without 
their parents' consent. 
The measure (AB460* by As­ 
semblywoman Leona Egeland. 
D-San Jose, was returned 
Thursday to the Assembly for 
consideration of Senate amend­ 
ments on a bare minimum 21-14 
vote 
Sen 
Paul C arpenter, D- 
Cypress, floor sponsor of the 
measure, said studies showed 
the parents of younger children 
with drug or alcohol abuse 
problems often were the cause 
of the problem 
With no chance to seek help 
without their parents' knowled­ 
ge, he said, many youths will 
never be able to beat their ad­ 
diction 
“The alternative to this bill is 
to tell the kids to go to hell," 
Carpenter said 
But Sen 
John Stull, R- 
Escondtdo, argued that unless 
parents are notified, there is no 
way to assure physicians are 
paid for their treatment. 
Others said the confiden­ 
tiality portions of the bill would 
prevent law enforcement and 
social welfare officials from 
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taking action against parents 
who give children drugs 
“If the drugs or liquor are 
given by parents then it is the 
same as physical abuse which 
doctors must now report.” said 
Sen John Nejedlv, R-Walnut 
Creek 
The measure would allow 
minors age 12 and older to give 
legal consent to drug or alcohol 
abuse treatm en t program s 
without parental permission 
Parents would not be re­ 
quired to pay for the treatm ent 
of their childlren unless they 
are notified by authorities.

Local teams wet behind the ears?

Cabrillo coach Bob Boyer would be happy to find 
similar replacements for the six field starters who 
graduated from his CIF Southern Section champion 
water polo team last year. Lompoc coach A1 Jaenicke 
would be content with finding a swimming pool to 
practice in. 
, 
Those were the thoughts foremost in the minds of 
the two valley coaches as water polo practice began 
yesterday. For Boyer at least. Jaenicke voiced dis­ 
pleasure that the Lompoc High pool was 
being 
worked on as usual.” 
The first matches are two weeks away, with Cabrillo 
traveling to Riverside Poly for a tourney September 
15. Lompoc opens at home on the 16th against Thou­ 
sand Oaks

With three outright Northern League titles and a 
pair of co-championships — with Lompoc 
under his 
belt, Boyer’s teams have a reputation throughout the 
Southern Section for being tou^i. But seldom has he 
gone into a season with such slim pickings. 
Even so, Boyer is optimistic. 
"I’ve never liked to think that a year is a "building'’ 
year, because every year we manage to come up with 
something. 
What Boyer came up with last year was his self­ 
admitted "greatest team ever." The 76 Conqs started 
(Hit slow — a non-league loss to Lompoc early in the 
year — won the NL title by the skin of their teeth and 
then went on to defeat some of the toughest teams in 
California for the CIF championship. 
On that championship team were the likes of Lloyd 
Cardone (All-CIF first team. Northern League MVP), 
Art Courville (All-CIF first team. All-Northern 
League), Chuck Mertz (All-CIF second team) and 
three other field players. All seniors, all now at major 
colleges, all gone. 
What Boyer was left with was Bob Nielson. Ac­ 
cording to the mustachioed coach and even Lompoc's 
Jaenicke, Nielson is probably the best goalie in the 
county. That’s including waterpolo powerhouses such 
as Dos Pueblos and Santa Barbara. 
Nielson was named to the All-Northern League first 
team and second team All-CIF. 
Those credentials alone should rate him right up 
there, but vast improvement in the summer league 
may have secured him the spot as numero uno in the 
county. 
"If our field players are good enough, and we can 
keep the other teams from real easy and clean shots, 
he'll be tough to score on,” predicted Boyer. "Of 


course last year we had great field players.” 
Boyer indicated that the senior letterman will be 
both the offensive and defensive field general. 
“He’s definitely our best athlete and will run our 
fast break.” 
The only other two returning varsity players, Mark 
Bray and Chris Wall, will more than likely be on the 
other end of Nielson’s fast break passes. 
Both are juniors and both saw limited action last 
year on a ttam with a starting line-up as tough to 
penetrate as Fort Knox. 
"Being out two fastest swimmers and the two 
sm artest field players, they’U do most of the ball 
har.dling up front,” promised Boyer. 
The other four spots in the line-up are wide open. 
Keith Libby and Mark Midgley, up from last year’s 
JV, have to be contenders. Both are solid offensive 
threats, but a question mark is Midgley’s knee. Hie 
junior field player may have to undergo surgery to 
repair torn cartliage. 
Boyer is also high on a couple of sophomores, Craig 
Livingston and Scott Mize. The pair were the 
mainstays of last year’s undefeated freshman team. 
A glance at the Lompoc roster finds Kevin Hicks and 
Jim Denton as the only returning lettermen. 
Hicks, a senior, was named to the Northern League 
second team, with Denton a junior, a solid offensive 
threat on last year’s second place team. 
John Ziegler, a bench warmer last year could fill a 
vacancy, but beyond that Jaenicke’s line-up is sketchy. 
The Lompoc frosh-soph and junior varsity teams 
enjoyed only moderate success last year, while 
Cabrillo’s squads lost a total of only one game between 
them. 
Both teams see this as a measure of predicting their 
team 's success for this tear. 
"The team that can produce the most talent out of 
their inexperienced players will win it,” claims Boyer. 
Not surprisingly, both men see another down-to-the- 
wire battle between Lompoc and Cabrillo, as there has 
been since they both became head coaches of their 
respective schools in 1970. 
The rest of the schools in the Northern League, with 
the possible exception of Righetti, can probably be 
written off, judging by the joint predictions of both 
coaches. 
San Luis Obispo has everybody back, except an ex­ 
perienced head coach, which, as Boyer said, "is really 
tough to do anything without.” It’s the third con­ 
secutive year the Tigers will break in a new coach. 
Count them out. both coaches agree. 
Arroyo Grande, which tied with Lompoc for second 
place, will have a great alumni team, but that’s about 
all. as everybody graduated. 
That leaves Santa Maria, a weak sister last year, but 
the Saints could emerge as a spoiler, with about half 
the team returning 
Jaenicke made one final observation for this year s 
Northern League water polo season 
"It would be hard to say that we will have as good as 
team as last vear. and I don’t think we will. But I don’t 
think Cabrillo will either. But,” he concluded, "we 
have great desire and potential.” 
Now if he only had a swimming pool.

As a second day qualifier, under the rules, Ongais

Harris completed 16 of 30 passes for 
234 yards and fired three touchdown 
strikes, two to 1972 Heisman Trophy win­ 
ner Johnny Rodgers, while Austrian- 
born Toni Fritsch beat the Rams with a 
22-yard field goal on the last play of the 
game. 
"No, this wasn’t revenge,” Harris said 


after the Chargers dealt the Rams their 
third straight preseason loss. "But it was 
a sweet victory and I’d like to thank my 
teammates.” 
A year ago Harris lost his No 1 
starting assignment to NFL rookie Pat 
Haden. He was booed frequently by 
Coliseum crowds and took his demotion 
bitterly. 
There were no boos for Harris Friday 
night. Only cheers. When he was in­ 
troduced, the Coliseum crowd of 55,946 
greeted him with a strong ovation. 
Pouncing on fumbles by Lawrence Mc- 
Cutcheon and Haden in the first quarter, 
the Chargers took over on the Los 
Angeles 24 and 11 and Harris converted 
those mistakes into a 14-0 lead. He threw 
a nine-yard touchdown strike to Chuck 
Bradley and a seven-yard score to 
Rodgers.

Dove season

The first portion of the statewide dove hunting season opened 
yesterday, with the take throughout Santa Barbara County down 
from last year. 
Dove hunting prospects were expected to be the best in years for 
most of California, but tropical storm Doreen has sent many dove 
wings south prior to Thursday’s season opener. 
Rain in the desert areas has scattered the bumper dove popula­ 
tions reported earlier this summer. 
Cool nights and stormy 
weather prior to opening day may send doves southward. 
The Department of Fish and Game said fair to good hunting op- 
Dortunities still should be found in the Palo Verde Valley, 
Coachella Valley, along the Colorado River and in Imperial 
County. Good prospects are predicted for Fresno, Kern and Tulare 
counties, and in some areas of the Sacramento Valley and foothills. 
Safflower fields and grain stubble are favorite feeding areas for 
mourning doves. 
This year’s split season, continues through Friday, Sept. 30, then 
reopens Nov. 19 and runs through Sunday, Dec. 4. Daily bag and 
possession limit is 10 birds, with 20 allowed in the bag after opening 
day. 
White-winged doves may be taken only in Imperial, Riverside 
and San Bernardino counties. The bag and possession limit will ap­ 
ply to the aggregate of species where white-winged doves are 
allowed. 
The shooting time is from one-half hour before sunrise to sunset, 
and the shooting-hour table lists opening and closing times for the 
various areas of the state from Tulelake and Eureka on the north 
to the Imperial Valley and San Diego on the south. 


On the fishing scene, the albacore take reached its summer high 
this week, with fishermen at both the southern and northern ports 
going after the long fins. 
The Port San Luis boats are traveling 60 miles west from their 
operation, and are coming back with albies up to 35 pounds. Sea 
Landing, going out this year for the first time, is opting for the 
longer route, going 75 to 100 miles southwest to Tanner’s Bank. 
The extra miles have been worth it though. The albacore are 
usually large at Tanner’s, weighing in from 30 to 45 pounds. As a 
result, only about one third of the albies hooked ever make it to the 
boat. 
It’s usually Cachuma Lake that gets the publicity in this area as 
far as catfishing goes, but this year Lopez Lake is making a bid for 
some attention. 
Lopez still doesn’t have fish as big as Cachuma, but anglers there 
are bringing in stringers with up to a dozen cats on them, com­ 
pared to half that amount at the larger lake.

The former head coach, who 
is spending the summer visiting 
NFL training camps to lecture 
on the attributes of positive 
thinking, said during his talks 
he often joked about losing his 
job.

Fraud a r t is ts are ju st about 
everywhere. It is just a fact of life that 
there are a great number of people who 
live by the philosophy of getting 
something for nothing. It is extremely 
difficult to get something for nothing 
without being fradulent. 
The California Chamber of Commerce 
is currently battling a 
fraud scheme that ap­ 
pears to be operating 
nationwide and one 
that is bilking com­ 
panies out of thou­ 
sands of dollars each 
year. 
T he 
u n e th ic a l 
sc h e m e 
a c tu a lly 
works like this: inten­ 
tionally sent solicita­ 
tions which strongly 
resemble billings are 
mailed to businesses 
requesting immediate payment. 
The 
statements may even list a corporate ex­ 
ecutive as a reference. 
Such solicitations resembling billions 
are more than often routinely paid by 
persons authorized to pay bills for a cor­ 
poration. 
The key to the scheme, or beating the 
scheme, is to read the bottom lines 
which must state that the piece of paper 
is a solicitation and not to bill, invoice or 
statement of an account due. By law, the 
notice should read: “Legal notice (per 
U.S. Code Annotated, Section 3001, Title 
3D: ‘This is a solictation for the orders 
of goods or services, not a bill, invoice, 
or statement of account due. You are un­ 
der no obligation to make any payments

(An 
example of 30 point, bold face type is the 
headline of this column).

WASHINGTON - Suzi Park Thomson, 
the glamour girl of the Korean scandal, 
has implicated House Speaker Thomas 
“Tip” O’Neill in secret testimony before 
the House Ethics Committee. 
O’Neill and South Korean wheeler- 
dealer Tongsun Park were so close, said 
Thomson, that Park’s 
s t a f f 
fr e q u e n tly 
chased him down in 
the speaker’s office. 
The revelation came 
during five grueling 
hours of testim ony 
before the committee 
last week. Until then, 
M s. 
T h o m so n , 
a 
former Girl Friday for 
retired Speaker Carl 
Albert, D-Okla., had 
stubbornly resisted 
answering questions in 
secret session for the panel. She would 
rather testify in public, she said. She 
finally appeared for a closed-door hear­ 
ing only after being threatened with a 
Contempt-of-Congress citation. 
There is an unwritten rule on Capitol 
Hill that the “gentlemen” in Congress do 
not openly talk about one another. But 
hard-driving Republican freshman 
Bruce Caputo of New York is more in­ 
t e r e s t e d in th e f a c t s th an in 
backscratching his colleagues. It was he 
who dared to broach the O’Neill-Park 
relationship. 
The questioning of Thomson had been 
tedious and a few bored souls in the hear­ 
ing room had been nodding Then came 
Caputo's turn to question the witness. 
What had been the nature of the 
relationship, Caputo bluntly demanded, 
between Speaker O’Neill and Tongsun 
Park, the alleged payoff man who fled 
the country to avoid being questioned in 
the Korean affair. 
Heads popped up. An electric tension 
penetrated the atmosphere of the hear­ 
ing room. Ms. Thomson’s attorney, 
Philip Hirschkop, asked Caputo to be 
more specific. 
Caputo, one of the few lawmakers on 
the ethics Danel who seems prepared to 
let the chips fall where they may, 
retorted with a more precise question, 
Had Ms. Thomson attended a party 
where O’Neill and Park were present? 
“Y es,” the petite divorcee replied 
tersely. 
Had the two men been talking0 
Ms. Thomson parried the question. She 
supposed they had said hello, she stated, 
but she hadn’t made any effort to follow 
their conversation The inquisitive New 
Yorker pressed her. Had it been a 
“serious” discussion, say in a coiner of 
the room? 
The witness continued to dance around 
the questions. She didn’t watch things 
like that, she said politely. 
The party Caputo was speaking of had 
been thrown by Park in honor of 
O’Neill’s birthday. It was one of two 
Park soirees at which O’Neill had 
reportedly been the guest of honor. Now, 
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continued Caputo. what exactly was the 
nature of the O’Neill-Park liaison? 
Congressmen and staff members 
w aited w hile Thomson turned to 
Hirschkop for a quiet conversation The 
lawyer encouraged her to talk freely. 
Haltingly, Thomson then recounted 
how Park’s secretary had occasionally 
called Carl Albert’s office in search of 
her boss Park, it seems, had left a mes­ 
sage that he would be with the “leader.” 
The secretary had mistakenly called 
Albert instead of O’Neill, who was then 
the majority leader. 
Thomson had then called O’Neill’s of­ 
fice and left a message for Park to call 
her The Korean millionaire had indeed 
dropped by O’Neill’s office, picked up his 
m essage and called her. Thomson 
testified 
According to our sources, incidentally, 
it was not uncommon for O’Neill and the 
Korean man-about-town to be together. 
O'Neill’s staff, say insiders, often took 
messages for Park. 
On some occasions, Ms. Thomson said, 
she had also seen former Atty. Gen. 
William Saxbe, Speaker Albert and 
others at Park’s social gatherings, 
Albert, she continued, had attended only 
on behalf of lawmakers who were being 
feted by Park 
No other congressional inquisitor 
elicited testimony incriminating any of 
his colleagues. She had already told a 
grand jury, said Thomson, that she had 
no knowledge of Korean payoffs to Reps. 
Joseph Addabbo, D-N.Y., and Robert 
Leggett, D-Calif, as has been publicly 
alleged. 
Rep. Millicent Fenwick, R-N.J., asked 
Thomson if she knew anything about 


Korean Central Intelligence Agency ac­ 
tivities in the United States. Thomson 
responded with an emphatic “No!” She 
conceded she had known several South 
Korean embassy officials, but not as 
KCIA agents. She specifically denied be­ 
ing associated with the KCIA herself, as 
press reports have suggested. 
At one point. Thomson was asked if she 
had received any gifts from the Korean 
embassy. She replied that she was a 
relative of the wife of the former ambas­ 
sador, Kim Dong Jo Mrs. Kim had oc­ 
casionally given her fresh “kim chee,” a 
spicy Korean cabbage, and she, 
Thomson, had taught the ambassador’s 
wife how to make fried rice and 
American sandwiches. 
The 
eth ics com m ittee 
pressed 
Thomson on the subject of kim chee. She 
patiently explained that it was hot and 
garlicky and that she did not like to keep 
it in her refrigerator because it “stinks.” 
She offered to cook up a meal for the 
committee to convince them of her 
talents. 
In addition, said Thomson, Mrs. Kim 
had occasionally replenished her supply 
of Scotch from embassy stocks. But the 
amounts were 
really 
insignificant, 
Thomson insisted. 
With one e x c e p tio n , Thom son 
rem ained 
calm and 
em otion less 
throughout the ordeal. Tears trickled 
down her cheeks when the committee 
began asking about her late father, a 
prominent South Korean who had been 
imprisoned by the Japanese for his pro- 
American views during World War II 
Hirschkop spoke up to demand that any 
questions about her father be submitted 
in writing. The committee agreed.

The SEC 
fires one 


On the day after the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission released its report 
charging that the mayor of New York, 
the comptroller, six major banks, and 
sundry epigone, had conspired to deceive 
New Yorkers about the financial condi­ 
tion of the city, the New York Daily 
News featured on its 
front page the ac­ 
tivities of a sniper in 
New Jersey. Doesn't 
this, really, tell the 
story? 
The New York Daily 
News is concerned to 
publicize that which 
interests most people, 
not that which should 
interest most people 
It is established that 
most New Yorkers are 
indifferent to the issue 
of New York’s municipal crisis. The race 
for mayor of New York in which there 
are a half dozen Democratic contenders 
and two Republican contenders has 
elicited remarkably little interest in the 
finances of the city, and one can go for 
weeks without hearing a politician report 
on so recent an event as the bankruptcy 
of the city in 1975. 


The SEC report became a front page 
item in the Daily News only after it 
became a political controversy, as dis­ 
tinct from a historically illuminating 
document Mayor Beame called two suc­ 
cessive press conferences in which to 
denounce that document (“ a vicious 
hatchet job” ). The attention of the 
reading public was diverted from the 
meaning of the SEC document to its 
political implications 
Why would the 
SEC seek to interfere in a New York 
primary election0 Or, put another way, 
if the SEC had come up with information 
the public ought to have, shouldn’t it be 
released in time for the public to act on it 
in an election?

Gentlemen: 
We have visited your city a number of 
times over the past several years We 
have enjoyed using many of its facilities 
and patronizing many of its commercial 
establishments, in particular К mart, 
J.C. Penney’s and the Rice Bowl 
Restaurant. 
From time to time I have also con- 
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to our great surprise and disappoint­ 
ment, we have observed a great number 
of young persons virtually taking over 
Ryon Park to the detriment of regular 
family-type users. By this I mean a 
number of young, boisterous, often foul- 
mouthed, beer-drinking persons literally 
take over the parking area using it as 
their private meeting and socializing 
grounds. 
This not only litters the parking and 
surrounding area, but makes it generally 
uninviting and even frightening to 
traditional park users Last evening, in 
fact, we noted the rest of the park was 
practically deserted including the 
amusements for tots What bothered us 
even more was that the city police drove 
around a few times and did not seem to 
change the situation nor arrest anyone 
for drinking alcohol in a public park 
Would you please let us know whether 
this situation is temporary and whether 
any officials in the city of Lompoc are 
aware of the problem and are doing 
anything about it? We would appreciate 
your forwarding this letter or copies 
thereof to appropriate city officials. 


The distinction is important here 
because the SEC has no warrant to 
regulate the sale of municipal securities. 
The SEC sets the rules to prevent the 
misleading of the investing public by 
private companies. But state agencies 
are thus far exempt. The SEC, under the 
circumstances, released the fruits of its 
investigation without alleging criminal 
misconduct under the Securities and Ex­ 
change Law Unless that law is changed, 
punishment for the deception of the 
public is administered not by the courts, 
but by the voters. 


The question, though, is. Do the voters 
care? One would suppose at least that 
the securities holders care very much. 
Four billion dollars of securities were 
eased into the hands of the trusting 
public by a consortium of self-seekers 
who had every reason to know that the 
short term securities would bump up 
against closed teller-windows when they 
came due. 


But the SEC discovered, on conducting 
a private poll, that 88 per cent of the 
polled investors were unaware that city 
expense items were included in the 
capital budget ; 66 per cent did not know 
that the city had incurred short term 
debt to close the gap between expenses 
and revenues; 97 per cent didn’t know 
the city’s expense budget was prepared 
without creating reserves for non­ 
collection of tax revenues, % per cent 
did not know that the city included on its 
tax rolls properties not subject to tax­ 
ation; and 95 per cent didn’t know that 
the city had used non-recurring revenues 
as a technique for producing a balanced 
budget in earlier fiscal years (this 
paraphrase of the SEC’s report is quoted 
from the New York Times). 


From which we conclude what?

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Caring for your car 
What not to neglect on your car 
by Ray Hill 


Neglect. 
That’s one big reason 
many cars end up in garages. If you 
never add water to your car’s battery 
(unless it’s one of thse new no-fill 
types) you’ll shorten the battery’s life 
drastically. Here’s what to inspect on 
your car and when to do it to greatly 
decrease chances of repairs resulting 
from neglect. 


FLU ID LE V E LS - This includes 
engine oil. engine coolant, brake 
fluid, power steering pump fluid, bat­ 
tery electrolyte, windshield washer, 
transmission and rear axle. 
Engine oil should never be allowed 
to drop below the “ add-oil” mark on 
the dipstick. 
When the oil level 
reaches the “ add-oil” mark, add one 
quart of oil. 
Coolant level on cars with coolant 
reserve systems should be at the 
levels indicated on the coolant reser­ 
voir. 
If below add water. On cars 
without a coolant recovery system, 
remove the radiator cap to check the 
coolant. 
To prevent burning your 
hand, remove the cap only after the 
engine has cooled 
Coolant level 


should be within a couple of inches of 
the bottom of the radiator’s filler 
neck. If below, add water. 


Battery electrolyte should just 
touch the bottom of the filler hole in 
each cell. If below add water. 


Engine oil, coolant, battery, and 
windshield washer fluid levels should 
be checked every time you buy gas. 


Brake fluid and power steering 
pump fluid should be checked every 
2,000 miles or as recommended in 
your owner’s manual. Transmission 
and rear axle should be checked at 
every oil change, or sooner if recom­ 
mended in your owner’s manual. 


I change oil and filter in my vehi­ 
cles every 3,000 miles. Many owner’s 
manuals say you can go longer 
between oil changes, and only change 
the filter every other oil change. But 
I think your engine will last longer, 
and run better if you change oil and 
filter more frequently than the 
owner’s manual recommends. This is 
especially important if most of your

BELTS. Belts should be inspected 
regularly for proper tension. If you 
grab a belt midway between two of its 
pulleys you should be able to move it 
up and down about Vi-inch. 
Belts 
should also be inspected for wear. If 
any are frayed, glazed, or cracked on 
their underside they should be 
replaced. Belts, like hoses, should be 
replaced every two years as a rule of 
thumb. 


W H EELS 
Check them every cou­ 
ple of weeks Tires should be inflated 
to pressures called for in the owner’s 
manual. 
Check tires for excessive 
wear, cuts, and foreign material im­ 
bedded in the tread. 
Check the lug nuts that hold the 
wheel on, to make sure they’re tight. 
They don’t ordinarily loosen, but if 
they weren’t tight to begin with, they 
may have. 


FU EL, O IL AND BR A K E LIN ES. 
Every six months or so check these.

Now is the time to buy new unit 
CB prices are going haywire

The other morning over 
coffee with som e of the 
members of our CB club we 
got talking about the retail 
pricing of both mobile and base 
sta tio n s. It is con fusin g 
because tl'.crc are so many 
different prices. 
It appears the m anufac­ 
turers over-produced. In an 
earlier column we mentioned 
th at E .F . 
Jo h n so n w as 
scream ing to high heaven 
about the influx of imports, 
primarily from Japan. John­ 
son said they were going to 
ask the International Trade 
Commission for relief in the 
form of quotas and duties 
This is what the television in­ 
d u stry did, and the ITC 
granted their request. 
The strange part about this 
action is that when the im­ 
p orts of 
te lev isio n 
se ts 
dropped a s a resu lt, the 
Japanese electronics industry 
turned the m anufacturing 
facilities that were idled over 
to manufacturing CB com­ 
ponents 
This could be why 
imports represented only 79 
per cent of the units sold in 
United States in 1975, and 
went up to 92 per cent in 1976 
Meantime, Johnson did file 
their petition with the ITC last 
week. They said that CB im­ 
ports had caused a severe dis­ 
location in em ploym en t, 
reduced the amount of capital 
available to the CB industry, 
and seriously eroded the 
profits of the CB manufac­ 
turing companies

They are banking on a return 
of better profit margins with 
fancier units that sell for 
higher tickets. 


In order to achieve this, 
they’re selling present 23s and 
40s at a loss many times. Good 
name units like Hy-Gain. 
S B E , 
P a t h c o m , 
and 
Panasonic can be bought for 
prices unheard of a year or 
two ago. The off brands sell 
for peanuts. 


It is a tough battle for these 
guys, but in the opinion of 
this writer it is a great time to 
buy a new 40 channel unit. 
Most important, though, is to 
remember that buying from a 
dealer you know who is going 
to remain in the CB business 
is where the safety is. 


He can, and probably will, 
give you as good a price as 


you’ll get at a discount house 
or department store, and he'll 
be there to service what he’s 
sold you. The supermarkets 
don’t care. After you’ve got it. 
it’s yours! 
The sam e thing holds good 
with off brands. They got into 
CB to make a fast buck, and 
now that the heat’s on, they’ll 
be jumping out. That’s why 
we say now is the time to buy 
a good name unit that you 
know will last at a price that’s 
a bargain.

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Plants in the home... 
Make your hoya or wax plant bloom

About a month ago, my oldest of­ 
fspring, Mark, turned 17 and a few 
days later, 1 saw him off to Orlando, 
Florida, where he is working for the 
summer in a bromeliad and orchid 
nursery. As I watched him disappear 
beyond the security checkpoint, 
toward his departure gate, a similar 
time in my life suddenly flashed 
before me. 
There was one major difference, of 
course. 
As we left Manhattan and 
headed across the Triboro Bridge on 
our way to LaGuardia, Mark said, 
“ Dad. I can’t wait to get out of the 
city.” At the same moment in my 
life, I was boarding the Golden State 
Limited in Liberal, Kansas, thrilled 
beyond words to be leaving the farm. 
I was going to spend six weeks 
visiting plant people in Kansas City, 
Minneapolis, and Iowa City. 
It was on this trip that I first saw a 
hoya or wax plant. It was the sole oc­ 
cupant of a bright and sunny window, 
east-facing as I recall. 
The long 
stems had been trained up one side 
draped across the top, and back down 
the other. And set among the thick 
leaves that shined as if they had been 
artificially waxed (they had not) 
were countless heads of white-and- 
pink, star-shaped flowers that filled 
the room with sweet perfume. 
That was 23 years ago and since 
then the hoya has become one of the 
most widely cultivated of all house 
plants. 
Besides the species I saw, 
Hoya camosa (HOY-un-car-NO-suh), 
there are now dozens of others 
available in local shops and by mail 
from specialists. 
One collector in 
Texas, Loyce Andrews, has nearly 200 
different hoyas, and if the present in­ 
terest holds, this number could double 
in the near future. 
Of all these plants, the three best- 
known today are a form of camosa 
with green-pink-and-white leaves, 
another known as Hindu rope which 
has twisted, contorted leaves, and 
Hoya bella, the miniature wax plant. 
Of these and others readily available, 
only bella is more of a bush than a 
vine, but all of them are ideal for 
growing in hanging baskets. 
Hoyas are invariably easy to grow, 
which is partly why they have become 
so popular. Getting them to bloom is 
quite another matter. After years of 
learning by trial and error, and shar­ 
ing experiences with other growers, 
here are my conclusions about what 
makes hoyas bloom:

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Light: Hoyas make beautiful 
foliage plants in areas that receive 
bright light, but some direct sun is 
needed to bring on the blooms. 
Temperature: Hoyas thrive in the 
range of temperatures maintained in 
most dwellings and offices. However, 
flowering is encouraged by relative 
coolness from October to about 
February, say a range of 50 to 60F. 
Humidity: Hoyas might be classed 
as half succulent, half air plant or 
epiphyte. 
As succulents, they 
tolerate dry air exceptionally well. 
However, if you want blooms, con­ 
sider their needs as an air plant; 
humidity in a range of 40 to 60 per 
cent, especially from late winter to 
early fall, which is their active grow­ 
ing season, definitely encourages 
flowering. 
Soil: 
Hoyas need a growing 
medium that rapidly drains excess 
moisture, yet retains enough to pre­ 
vent real dryness at any time. Loyce 
Andrews grows her hoyas in coarse- 
grade vermiculite and feeds them 
with half-strength fertilizer every 


four to six weeks while they are in ac­ 
tive growth. I grow my hoyas in a 
mixture of equal parts all-purpose 
potting soil, sphagnum peat moss, 
perlite (or sand) and vermiculite; 
they are fertilized about once a month 
from February to September. 
Water: From late winter to early 
fall hoyas can be watered freely, 
provided any excess is poured from 
the saucers within an hour. 
From 
early October to about February they 
should be watered only enough to 
keep the soil damp and the leaves 
firm. 


Problems: Mealybugs are the only 
serious insect threat to hoyas. If you 
discover their cottony white residue, 
remove as much as possible by 
showering with water. 
After the 
plant dries, go back over it for any 
signs of mealybug; if detected, 
remove with a cotton swab dipped in 
denatured alcohol. Repeat treatment 
as necessary. 
One other step in growing healthy 
hoyas that bloom is to keep them 


under-potted. 
Loyce Andrews sets 
her cuttings to root in eight-ounce 
foam cups filled with vermiculite and 
leaves them in these until they bloom. 
She then transplants to four- or five- 
inch pots which are large enough to 
sustain healthy growth for several 
years. The best time to move a hoya 
to a larger size pot, or merely to add 
some fresh growing medium, is in 
late winter or early spring, at the 
onset of active new growth. 
And finally, when a hoya does 
bloom, do not remove the spurlike 
peduncle from which the flowers ap­ 
pear. Each of these growths is like a 
bloom factory that lives on and on, 
producing a new crop of flowers year 
after year.

Q. My pothos has suddenly wilted 
and seems to have rotted off; now 
I ’ve discovered the soil smells bad. 
What should I do? 
A. Discard the soil; make tip cut­ 
tings of the pothos and root them in 
water or in a pot of moist vermiculite.

Mind your money 
Back-to-school insurance 


It’s back-to-school time and, as a 
parent or student, you could be facing 
a series of insurance decisions. 
Most schools automatically offer 
medical insurance for students. It’s 
relatively inexpensive and you might 
sign for it thinking it’s the thing to do. 
But, you may be duplicating in­ 
surance you already have through 
your employer’s group plan. Most in­ 
surance plans work on a “coordina­ 
tion of benefits” scheme whereby one 
won’t pay if the other pays first. In 
other words, you can’t get paid twice 
for the same injury. 
Before signing up for any medical 


insurance plan your school may have, 
check to see if your own group policy 
doesn’t adequately cover the student. 
Nine out of ten of them do. 
With some school insurance, you 
have to look closely on your bill for 
fees or tuition. They slip it in there 
and you may not notice it. 
Some schools require students to 
have a special insurance if they’re go­ 
ing out for football. 
Football can 
cause serious injuries that run up sur­ 
gery and therapy costs. With this in­ 
surance, you sometimes have no 
choice. But, double-check your own 
policy to see if you are covered. 
As for college students, they may 
still be covered by family group in­ 
surance plans until age 23 or even 25. 
Some plans only cover children up to 
age 19 and, in this case, i t ’s 
worthwhile to get the inexpensive 
medical plan offered by the college or 
university. 
Married students are dropped from 
their family coverage as well as stu­ 
dents who join the armed forces. 
Again, if your family medical policy 
covers the student, don’t sign up for 
extra insurance offered by the 
college. 
It’s a waste of money 
because you won’t get double payoffs. 
Private schools and colleges offer 
tuition payment plans with a life in­ 
surance feature. If the breadwinner 
dies or becomes disabled, the in­ 
surance company pays off the school 
so there will be no interruption in the 
student’s education. 
If you are a parent whose age is 
below, say, 40 or 45, you might be bet­ 
ter off buying inexpensive, five-year 
term insurance. 
This is especially 
true if you can get the insurance 
through your employer or some other 
group plan. 
If, on the other hand, your age is up 
in the 50s, it might not be a bad idea to 
buy the tuition insurance plan. As a 
rule, these plans have younger 
members subsidize the older ones. 
Also, if you have inadequate life in­ 


coverage for the tuition (but, check 
term policy prices first). 
As for college students purchasing 
their own life insurance, this is not 
generally a good idea unless the stu­ 
dent has a parent, brother, sister or 
other family member as a dependent. 
Life insurance sales people haunt 
colleges and push policies on stu­ 
dents. Remember, the main reason 
you buy life insurance is to make 
money available to some dependent in 
case of your death. 
Parents with a son going away to 
college may get a hefty reduction in 
automobile insurance premiums if 
the son doesn’t take the family car 
with him. If a student buys a car at 
school, it’s best to have it insured as 
part of the fam ily’s regular, 
automobile coverage with the same 
company. You can get a family dis­ 
count this way. Some insurance com­ 
panies have discounts to students who 
get a B or better average. 
At least 200 colleges and univer­ 
sities are now offering group legal 
coverage to students for $3 to $4 a 
sememster. Get it. 
It’s worth it. 
You get the use of a lawyer to help 
solve landlord-tenant disputes (read 
the lease), consumer credit purchase 
hassles and automobile accident 
problems.

Q. I’m concerned about the infor­ 
mation in your column on exercise 
bikes and losing weight. You said: 
“Fatties and puffies think they can 
hop on one of these bikes and good 
shape and good health are just around 
the corner.”

Dr. Dotson says you can’t exercise 
hard one day and then turn around 
and eat a lot of high-calorie 
foods It’s like a balance sheet — ex­ 
ercise and eating.

width sizes — large, medium and 
small. 
NJA also recommends the 
New Balance 320 shoe if you have 
trouble with width sizes. 
The New 
Balance costs around $26 a pair but 
has a greater variety of width sizes. 
As for socks, NJA recommends “a 
medium-weight, wool sock that ab­ 
sorbs and doesn’t compact.” For $15

Is there any radiation danger 
from clocks or watches that glow in 
the dark? — Mrs. B. G., Qashington, 
D C. 
A 
If depends on the kind of 
material that's glowing. 
If it’s 
radium, which was used in watches in 
the past, it could be dangerous. But, 
watches made today usually have 
tridium and promethium coated 
hands and numerals that glow. These 
two radioactive materials emit beta 
rays that are far less dangerous than 
radium gamma rays. 
Some five or six years ago, certain 
brands of scuba-diver watches had 
radium numerals and hands and, ac­ 
cording to a Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration official, “they put out a 
fair amount of gamma rays.” Also, 
some watches purchased abroad may 
still have radium coatings. 
Conceivably, if you slept with your 
watch pressed against your cheek or 
chin and it had radium in it, you could 
get some form of cancer with long­ 
term exposure. However, no one has 
any proof to back up this conjecture. 
The vast majority of “ glow ” 
watches you buy today do not have 
radium and are quite safe. The small 
amount of radioactivity they emit is 
pretty much contained inside the 
watch itself.

So there I was, the only stroller iq. 
sight braving the high heat and 
humidity to shop the back streets of 
Singapore. 


And there he was, a lonely little 
seller of antiques and oddments, with 
nothing to do but fan himself and hope 
his horoscope held out the prospect of 
better luck at the Mah-Johngg tables. 


It was therefore abundantly clear 
that I had the upper hand in any 
negotiation — and "hand” turned out 
to be the operative word. 


On my right one was a gold ring, not 
a great gold ring but a perfectly good 
gold ring, even if it only cost $25 in 
Hong Kong. In the end it was worth 
$100 or, more precisely, the price 
asked for a camperhorwood chest. 
After a friendly discussion, I handed 
over the ring, he handed over the 
camphorwood chest and both of us 
thought we’d had a good day. 


Call it swapping, trading or barter­ 
ing, it’s still something today’s 
traveler might wisely and profitably 
think about. The fact is that despite 
the advent of cash and credit cards, 
this ancient system of exchange is 
alive and swell in many ordinary and 
exotic spots all over the globe. 


At various times in the past, I’ve: 


— Traded a $30 pearl bracelet (also 
from Hong Kong) for a $120 Persian 
mirror. 


— Swapped a $10 Japanese tran­ 
sistor radio for $40 worth of Indian 
silk. 


\ —.Handed over a silver and ivory 
bracelet ($8) to an Italian innkeeper 
who asked to buy it and gladly took it 
instead of $50 in room rent. 


In all these cases, the exchange was 
at the suggestion of the other party. I 
hadn't even reckoned with the pos­ 
sibility. That this is sheer blindness is 
pointed out by the fact that in the very 
recent past, young and determined 
visitors to Russia have financed their 
stays with blue jeans in place of 
dollars, and sidewalk vendors in 
major cities all over the U.S. still 
hawk “ surplus” souvenirs they’ve 
brought back from abroad. 


In fact, the possibilities for this 
kind of thing appear to be increasing 
whoever you are and wherever you 
are “ Swap meets,” after all, are now 
a weekend sport at planty of places in 
the U.S. and visitors are obviously s 
welcome as locals. 


Shopkeepers who deal in anything 
secondhand are often equally open. 
Even in a Washington, D C., antiques 
shop I not long ago turned in an in­ 
herited diamond ring I would never 
wear for an exceptional Tiffany clock 
that gives me daily delight. 


There is, of course, the involuntary 
swap, as well, and I’ve experienced 
that too. When something disappears 


from your locked hotel room it has 
always seemed to me that the 
management should turn gracious. 


At the very least they can tear up 
your bill and never mind the Catch-22 
rule that usually allows them to deny 
responsibility. 


At Sothebys, the London auction 
house, I also engaged in a semi-swap 
by buying a framed drawing that lost 
its charm almost before I got it home. 
I therefore took it back on a sub­ 
sequent trip and had them auction it 
off to someone else. 
Bad eyesight 
turned out to be good luck and I came 
away with a 400 per cent profit. Of 
course, it could have gone the other 
way. But it didn’t, and it makes one 
think. 


The true flat-out swap is probably 
most easily affected in undeveloped 
countries where this system con­ 
tinues to be more common than the 


credit card. In general, the way to go 
is something mechanical for 
something handmade — tape 


recorders for paintings, for instance, 
but also on occasion a fetish necklace 
for a room at an overbooked hotel, 


depending on where you are and the 
situation that presents itself. 


There are some “ specialties” as 
well. For instance, French perfume 
is very big in India, and I once 
watched a Spanish woman visiting 


there trade gold coins for a leopard 
skin coat. Such a large exchange as 


the latter, though, can have side ef­ 
fects. Like jail. If you haven’t paid 


customs duty on the item you’re ex­ 
changing, certain governments take it 
personally and feel you have bent or 


broken their laws. 
Some travelers 
buy and barter cars abroad, but thisjs 


an exceptionally risky item due to 
duties and rules. At the same time, 


the rules may be explored and met 
and the deal still turn out to be 
profitable even with duty added. 


Governments may not be crazy 
about little arrangements either, but 
it’s unlikely they’ll make a fuss. Of 
course, that may be because the 
small things don’t come to anyone’s 
attention. 
Caution is in order, 
however. 


Watches, whisky and silk neckties 
are the “ hot” items in many places, 
and American cigarettes are still a 
tradable commodity in a few Eastern 
European nations. Where imports are 
most restricted is where you find the 
most trading — but also the most 
rules mi the books against it. 


Nonetheless, travelers who clean 
out their closets and drop a few un­ 
wanted items into their suitcases may 
well come out ahead. One thing for 
sure is that there are plenty of places 
where wampum still works.

Water does more damage to 
homes than most people would 
guess, and you don’t have to be 
living on the river bank for 
water to do its thing. A roof leak 
can do all sorts of damage. 
About the only time to be sure 
you’ve found the actual leak in 
many cases is to be in the attk 
when there is a rainstorm in 
progress. If you’re on the roof 
and spot a damaged shingle, 
however, don’t wait to find out if 
it’s going to leak. Replace it 


The big problem is that the nails 
holding the old shingle are 
hidden under the overlapping 
shingle. Even if the bad shingle 
is so beat up it comes out the 
nails prevent your slipping a 
new replacement in far enough. 
The simple solution is to use a 
hacksaw blade by itself without 
the saw frame. The blade will 
slip under the overlapping 
shingle, and with a few strokes, 
you can cut away the naiU, 
Since the new nails will have 
exposed heads, put a dab of 


roofing cement on each head. 
That may not solve all your roof 
leaks, but it will at least help to 
remove a problem in the 
making.

If you want an opaque window 
in a bathroom for privacy, 
maybe my idea will grab you. I 
used mirror squares to cover 
the glass. The tiny sticky tabs 
hold the mirrors to the window 
pane.

Acne at 28 
problem told 


by Lawrence f. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I have 
a problem with my complex­ 
ion but I am not an adolescent. 
I ’m 28 and have th ree 
children. 


The problem started about 
nine months ago after I had 
my third child. My husband 
had a vasectomy then. Until 
my pregnancy I had taken 
birth control pills. 


My own doctor diagnosed it 
as acne and prescribed an an­ 
tibiotic. After the pills ran out 
the problem resumed. I have 
two refills left but the cost is 
high. My face also itches. 


I have a friend in the same 
boat. Her difficulty started 
also after her husband’s 
vasectomy and the end of her 
birth control pills. 


DEAR READER - Does a 
husband’s vasectomy cause a 
wife to have acne? Yes. Well, 
indirectly. 


Acne in women is related to 
the balance between the two 
female hormones, estrogen 
and progesterone. Women who 
have a little more estrogen 
are less likely to have acne. 
Your birth control pills con­ 
tained enough estrogen to help 
prevent the acne. After your 
husband’s vasectomy when 
you no longer needed the birth 
control pills your estrogen 
levels were lower and acne 
cropped out. 


Some antibiotics help pre­ 
vent acne because they 
elim inate small bacteria 
within the skin pore that acts 
on the fatty sebum to make it 
irritating to the skin I am 
sending you the Health Letter 
number 8-2, Acne Can Be 
Treated. Others who want this 
issue can send 50 cents with a 
long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope for it to P.O. Box 
1j 51, Radio City Station, New 
York, N Y , 10019 Follow the 
information in it and it will 
help you control the problem 


DEAR DR LAMB - Our 
daughter who is middle-aged 
has the habit of flipping the 
nipple of her breast between 
her thumb and forefinger. 
Sometimes one, then the 


other. She does this whether 
she is dressed or in her loung­ 
ing clothes. 


She has norm al sized 
breasts, perhaps a little 
smaller than usual. 


Her father says she gets 
some sex reaction. I’ve check­ 
ed the books and magazine ar­ 
ticles she reads and the 
mat er ia l is never sexy 
material. She does this when 
she reads, also other times 
too. 


Is this apt to cause cancer of 
the breast? Will it cause the 
breasts to increase in size? Is 
it dangerous? She is the 
mother of two grown children. 


DEAR READER - Your 
letter proves that a woman 
may have grown children of 
her own but she is still her 
parents’ “little girl,” which 
has its good and not so good 
points 


Her habit will not cause 
cancer. Physical injury to the 
breast is not a cause of breast 
cancer at all. It is not likely to 
enlarge the breast either. If it 
did I would guess from a 
number of letters I receive 
that a large number of women 
would be doing the same 
thing. And there is no reason 
to think it will cause her any 
harm in any way — other than 
any social embarrassment she 
might feel if she does it in 
public and it is noticed or she 
suddenly realizes she is doing 
it. 


The nipples do respond to 
sexual stimulation and they 
are one of the erogenous 
zones. The nipples even con­ 
tain erectile tissue Most like­ 
ly this is an unconscious ner­ 
vous habit your daughter has 
developed and may have no 
more significance than that. 
Why don’t you ask her about 
it? She may be totally un­ 
aware that she is doing it.

Many photos show firemen

In an opening note, Freed­

film critic Molly Haskell fills

Haskell does, however, 
make a few thought-provoking 
points.
